J.C. Henson, Market Page 
Editor, Relieved of Post 
After Solicitor Says He 
Supplied Figure Used as 
Basis of ‘Bug’ Play. 


OFFICIAL OF PAPER 
EXPLAINS STAND 


Management Did Not 
Know of Connection, He 
Declares in Statement 
Condemning Action. 


E. E. Andrews, assistant solicitor 
general and special prosecutor in 
the sweeping grand jury probe of 
lottery activities, yesterday issued 
a public statement charging that J. 
C. Henson, market editor of the 
Atlanta Journal, supplied the “bug 
number” to local operators. 

The charge was answered by 
James R. Gray, vice president and 
editor of the Journal, with a 
statement saying Henson had been 
relieved of his post as editor of 
markets, that the Journal had no 
knowledge of the connection, and 
that regardless of what happened 
in that case or what might happen 
in case of any other of the em- 
ployes of the Journal, the paper 
would continue to express its edi- 
torial opinions on “this and other 
rackets.” . i 

Admission Claimed. 

Andrews said Henson, under a 
promise of immunity, had admit- 
ted supplying the number to the 
bug men before the grand jury. 

He also attacked news stories 
and editorials carried in columns 
of the Journal, 

Text of Andrews’ statement fol- 
lows. 

“The stock market editor, Mr. 
J. C. Henson, of the Atlanta 
Journal, admitted yesterday before 
the grand jury, after having been 
promised immunity, that he had 
furnished the bug number for a 
weekly consideration, knowing 
that it was to be used for lottery 
purposes. This number was fur- 
nished to the big shots in the lot- 
tery business at approximately 
2:15 or 2:30 o’clock thereby en- 
abling them to begin checking 
their lottery tickets and determin- 
ing the winners and the amount 
of their losses at the earliest pos- 
sible moment — otherwise they 
would have experienced a long 
delay in obtaining this informa- 
tion from the newspapers when 
they were placed on sale. This in- 
formation would be given in code. 
This editor knew the purpose for 
which this number was being 
used, and this practice has been 
going on in the Journal building 
for the past three years, this edi- 
tor confesses. When there is much 
ado about nothing, there is 
usually a negro in the wood pile 
somewhere. 

Quotes Column. 

“Under date of September 16th 
the Atlanta Journal in its Crack- 
erland column carried this state- 
ment ‘As a matter of fact—and 
maybe this is a secret—the num- 
bers racketeers of Atlanta always 
confirm by telephone and tele- 
gram the total sales—exact fig- 
ures’—and I am wonderin; how 
much was known about this secret 
method. The Atlanta Jourr . was 
not very enthusiastic over the 
grand jury investigation at its in- 
ception, but its enthusiasm was 
aroused and reached fever-heat 
after pleas of guilty had been en- 
tered and sentences imposed on 
the big shots. In the same cdition 
in commenting cn the lottery ac- 
tivities it was saic that the solici- 
tor’s latest move ‘hardly deserves 
the fan-fare which it has pro- 
voked.’

Historic Battlefields 
Should Be Memorials, 
Group Tells Officials,

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—Con- 
version of Atlanta’s historic bat- 


tlefields of Civil War fame into a 
national park was urged upon the 
government t-iay by a delegation 
of Atlantans and other Georgians 
who conferred with the advisory 
board on historic sites, monuments 
and national parks. 

Backed by the Atlanta Cham- 
ber of Commerce and other civic 
organizations headed by Walter C. 
Hendrix, vice president of the 
chamber, the delegation asked the 
advisory board to convert the bat- 
tlefields of Peachtree Creek, At- 
lanta, and Ezra church into a 
national park that would fitting- 
ly memorialize these historic 
grounds, 

Keen Interest Cited. 

“Since publication of Miss Mar- 
garet Mitchell’s “Gone With the 
Wind,” Hendrix said, “all Atlanta 
has taken a keen interest in hav- 
ing their battlefields properly 
marked and commemorated. The 
battles of Peachtree creek, Atlan- 
ta, and Ezra creek were among 
the most important engagements 
between the north and the south, 
especially the Peachtree creek 
battle, in which soldiers from 27 
states participated.” 

The Atlanta group was intro- 
duced to the advisory board by 
Representative Emmett K. Owen, 
of Griffin, who acted for Repre- 
sentative Robert Ramspeck, of At- 
lanta, now absent on the Pacific 
coast. 

Others in the delegation were 
W. -Eugene Harrington, president 
of the chamber; Harllee Branch, 
second assistant postmaster gen- 
eral; Horace Russell, general con- 
sel of the Federal Home. Loan 
Bank board; Carter Barron, gen- 
eral manager of Loew’s Washing- 
ton theaters, and W. R. Ulrich, 
secretary of the chamber. 

Sought Since 1905. 

According to Hendrix, the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce has 
been endeavoring to convert these 
battlefields into a national park 
or monument since 1905, when the 
chamber passed its first resolu- 
tion on the subject. Since then 
various state and national his- 
torical bodies have worked toward 
this end. Last December a group, 
consisting of the chamber of com- 
merce, Atlanta Historical Associa- 
tion, United Daughters of the 
Confederacy, city council and the 
commisisohers of Fulton county, 
met in Atlanta to formulate plans 
for interesting the federal govern- 
ment in. the project. Again, in 
February of this year, Representa- 
tive Ramspeck, Edward Almand,

Whelchel and Hardy Hurt 
As Auto Dives 


Ott Bridge 


Congressman and Editor 
Suffer Fractures, In- 
ternal Injuries. 


GAINESVILLE, Ga., Oct. 28.— 
Congressman B. Frank Whelchel 
and Albert S. Hardy Sr., editor of 
the Gainesville News, were seri- 
ously injured about dusk tonight 
when their auto plunged 40 feet 
from a bridge over the Southern 
railway tracks near Baldwin, Hab- 
ersham county. 

The car fell on its side on the 
double tracks and, after passersby 
removed Congressman ~Whelchel 
and Editor Hardy, was rolled from 
the rails, shortly before a train 
was scheduled to pass. 

Whelchel received a broken left 
leg, several fractured ribs and pos- 
sible internal injuries, while Hardy 
received a back injury; lacera- 
tions of the head dnd a broken 
shoulder and internal injuries. 
They were taken to Downey hos; 
pital in Gainesville, where late 
last night Hardy was repo in 
“only fair” condition and Whelchel 
in “fairly good” condition. 

The congressman and newspa- 
per editor were returning from 
Washington, where last Friday 
they and other Georgians extend- 
ed an invitation to President 
Roosevelt to attend the unveiling 
of a Roosevelt Square monument 
in Gainesville Thanksgiving Day. 
The monument was erécted in ap- 
preciation- of federal help given 
citizens of Gainesville since the 
tornado in 1936. 

Witnesses said the car, driven 
by Hardy and belonging to the 
congressman, was forced far to the 
right by an approaching car, which 
failed to stop. Failing to right it- 
self. the car plunged through the 
guard rail onto the tracks below. 

The two men were removed 
from the wreckage by passersby 
and brought to the hospital in 
Gainesville, 20 miles distant. 

Hardy was state chairman of the 
Roosevelt campaign fund ‘for the 
1936 presidential election, and 
served many years as Gainesville 
postmaster. 

; Whelchel, citizen of Gainesville, 
is congressman from the ninth 
Georgia congressional -district.

PEACE! IS SHOUT 
OF FASCIST CHIEF 


Million Men To Mobilize 
Today To Pay Tribute 
To Italians Who Died 
in Spanish Civil War. 


ROME, Oct. 28.—(#)—Premier 
Benito Mussolini today celebrated 
the 15th anniversary of fascism’s 
rise to power with an open dec- 
laration for treaty revision that 
would give back Germany the 
African colonies stripped from her 
at the end of the World War. 

“Peace!” Mussolini declared 
was the watchword for the 16th 
year of Fascist power. But he 
added: 

“For a durable and fruitful 
peace it is necessary that bolshev- 
ism be eliminated in Europe, start- 
ing with Spain. It is necessary 
that some clauses of the peace 
treaties be revised. 

“It is necessary that a great 
people, the German people, have 
once more the place to which they 
are entitled and which they once 
possessed in the African sun.” 

First Open Support. 

The speech at Mussolini forum, 
in celebration of the 15th anni- 
versary of the historic Fascist 
march on Rome, was the first 
time Mussolini clearly and open- 
ly had thrown his weight behind 
Reichsfuehrer Adolf Hitler’s re- 
newed struggle for colonial pos- 
sessions for Germany. 

(Hitler first demanded return 
of Germany’s colonies at the Nazi 
party conference at Nurnberg in 
1936. Concentrated in Africa and 
the western Pacific, they form an 
area six times greater than the 
present Germany in Europe. 

(The African colonies to which 
Mussolini referred are now gov- 
erned under League of Nations 
mandates by Great_ Britain, 
France, Belgium and the Union of 
South Africa and are German 
East Africa, German Southwest 
Africa, the Cameroons and Togo- 
land.) ; 

More than 100,000 blackshirt 
leaders heard Mussolini make 
what Fascist commentators said 
was the announcement to the 
world of his program for the com- 
ing year. A German delegation 
led by Rudolf Hess, German min- 
ister without portfolio and Hitler’s

KNUDSEN WARNS 
OF ‘CLASS’ TAXES 


Amity Between. Capital, 
Labor Called for by 
General Motors. Head.

BOSTON, Oct. 28—(#)—Wil- 
liam S. Knudsen; president of the 
General Motors Corporation, to- 
night told 1,200 Massachusetts in- 
dustrialists “taxation of capital is 
just reaching the point where it is 
but a few steps ahead of confis- 
cation, and we all know what that 
means.” 

“T sincerely trust that ways and 
means will be found to arrest this 
class movement (taxation of cap- 
ital) before it becomes so strong 
that nothing can stop it,” Knud- 
sen said in a prepared address be- 
fore the Associated Industries of 
Massachusetts. 

Hopes for Peace. 

One of the leading figures in the 
recent’ automobile strike, Knud- 
sen expressed hope a gulf between 
capital and labor would not widen. 

“American industry must go for- 
ward, fight or no fight,” he assert- 
ed. “Let us hope we can go for- 
ward peacefully and in an orderly 
manner, without class cleavage en- 
tering into the question. 

“Our standard of living has 
been obtained by narrowing the 
gulf between capital and _ labor. 
To widen it will unquestionably 
tend to lower the standard of liv- 
ing instead of raising it.” 

Knudsen later expressed belief 
that the two camps of labor even- 
tually will get together. 

“Tf they don’t, I see no hope for 
either side,” he said. 

The General Motors head de- 
clared craft unionization was nat- 
ural, “but to say that a toolmaker 
or first-class grinder should con- 
cern himself with the plight of his 
union brother -who is pushing a 
truck is taking a pretty general 
view. This is one of the dangers 
of the industrial union as far as 
strikes are concerned. 

“A strike binds everybody in 
the shop to take up the dispute of 
somebody they are not at all in- 
terested in, with the result that the 
union officials have to hastily dig 
up enough grievances for every- 
body, in order to hold the strike 
together, regardless of whether 
conditions in nine-tenths of the 
plants are satisfactory. : 

Dangerous to Union. 

“On the other hand, it also is 

dangerous to the union because 


tthe worker is generally hard- 


headed enough to size up the dis- 
pute from his own standpoint and 
objects to losing time if he gains 
nothing thereby. Also the union 
officials have difficulty preventing 
some young hot-head from shut- 
ing down a plant employing thou- 
sands of people because a few of 
his fellows have an argument 
about something.” 

“TI think there is a place in the 
picture for both capital and la- 
bor,” Knudsen said, “and that 
place can best be determined by 
an examination into the economics | 
of ‘both sides. ; | 

“J think that labor’s’ fair share 


‘in the proceeds of business should 


be determined by what the pay 
envelope buys, and that the rela- 
tionship of costs to prices should 
be examined before a false money 
standard per day or per annum is 
proposed.

What About Waffles and——? 

Crispy waffles, real maple 
syrup, and sizzling hot sausage are

You can make your waffle batter 
in the morning, and~then store it 
in the refrigerator, and it’s no 
trick at all to make them while 
the sausage is frying to a delecta- 
ble brown in the skillet. 

Instead of the little link sau- 
Sages, you may want to further 
economize on time (and cooking 
dishes) by merely sprinkling bulk 
sausage over the waffle batter just 
before it is baked. Sausage and 
waffles in one—why didn’t some- 
one think of that before? : 

French Fried Sandwiches. 

French fried ham sandwiches 
are an especial weakness with all 
who revel in outdoor fun. They 
may be made, the plain ham sand- 
wiches, in the morning. Then 
when the crowd comes trooping in, 
turn on the heat under your deep- 
frying kettle of lard, dip each 
sandwich in the same mixture of 
egg and milk that you’d use for 
French toast, and fry them to an 
alluring brown crispness in the 
hot deep fat. 

If you want your simple “snack” 
to become a little more partified, 
perhaps you’ll serve a more pre- 
tentious buffet supper. Remember, 
though, that if you do, you’ll want 
at least one hot, hearty dish, if 
you’d please your hungry friends. 
Spaghetti and meat mixtures are 
always acceptable at the informal 
buffet supper. When that meat is 
liver, the dish becomes more than 
acceptable. 

Party Breakfasts. 


A breakfast gathering, with its 
cheerful linen and china is an 
easy way to entertain. Whether 
you call your party a regular 
breakfast or a later “brunch,” 
which is ‘more nearly a breakfast- 
luncheon, you have but to pick 
one rather substantial dish to 
highlight her menu, and add the 
necessary side attractions, in the 
way of fruit or fruit juice, frag- 
rant cups of coffee, rich chocolate 
or mayhap a pot of tea. 

Sweetbreads on Toast. 

For example, creamed sweet- 
breads on toast is a delicate, yet 
rather substantial, breakfast dish, 
which takes a minimum of time to 
prepare and serve. 

As soon as you take the sweet- 
breads home from the market, put 
them in cold water and soak them 
for a hour or more. Then parboil 
them for 20 minutes in water to 
which a teaspoon of salt and a 
tablespoon of vinegar has been 
added for each quart. After drain- 
ing, plunge the sweetbreads into 
cold water, detach the little strings 
and membranes, and put them into 
the refrigerator until just before 
breakfast.

It can 
be made up ahead of time and 
kept in the ice box until ready for 
service.

Serve 
in slices on crisp shredded lettuce 
and top with a tart mayonnaise. 
Shrimp Salad in Peppers. 

Here is a tshrimp salad which 
seems more appetizing than most 
shrimp recipes as it contained sea- 
soning of olives, sweet pickles and 
a bit of onion, and absorbed a

Drain a jar of large shrimp, 
rinse with cold water and remove 
the little veins.

Hollow out green peppers to form 
cups and stuff with the shrimp 
mixture. Serve on lettuce with 
mayonnaise that has been diluted 
with a little heavy sweet or sour 
cream.

Waters Force Evacuation of 
Many Business Places; 
Militia Called Out.

One life was lost on the west 
coast and more than 200 families 
were driven from their homes in 
the east last night by torrential 
rainstorms and flooded rivers. 

A :60-mile gale lashed the coast 
of Washington, disrupting com- 


munications on the Olympic penin- | | 


sula and causing one death. 

In the east, a steady downpour 
bloated the rivers of Pennsylvania, 
Maryland and West Virginia, areas 
that were ravaged by floods early 
this year. 

The situation at Cumberland, 
Md., became so menacing late in 
the day that a company of the 
national guard was ordered out 
there for flood duty. The main 
business street stood under eight 
inches of water. The Potomac 
river continued rising, although at 
a diminishing rate. Downtown 
merchants moved their stocks to 
higher gr und. 

Waters Cover Area. 


Half of Ridgely, W. V., across 
the river from Cumberland, was 
under water. Up and down the 
Cumberland valley towns were 
inundated, schools were closed 
and residents were quitting their 
‘homes, 

The river rose at Hancock and 
Williamsport, below Cumberland, 
and at the upriver mining towns 
of Kitzmiller and Shallmar, where 
120 families were forced to seek 
higher ground. 

A similar exodus was under way 
in central West Virginia. The 
towns of Buckhannon, Weston and 
Sutton were virtually isolated. 
Fifty families quit their homes at 
Buckhannon when the Buckhan- 
non river reached 30 feet, five feet 
above flood stage. 

In Pennsylvania, the historic 
“flood city” of Johnstown awaited 
a predicted crest of at least 12 
feet on the Stony Creek river. 
The flood stage there is 14 feet. 
The Monongahela and Allegheny 
rivers rose at Pittsburgh but were 
not.expected to reach a 27-foot 
stage until tomorrow, two feet 
above flood level. 

Approximately 50 families evac- 
uated their homes at Meyersdale, 


Pa., when Flaugherty creek over- | 


flowed. 

The Tygart river rose five feet 
over an 18-foot flood level above 
the dam, halting traffic on the 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad. 

A Western Maryland train was 
marooned by a washout at Thom- 
as, W. Va.

Suspend Trains. 

When the presidential train 
moves into Warm Springs, all 
traffic on the Southern and A., B.

Chairman W. L. Miller, of the 
state highway board, has ordered 
that all vehicular traffic be routed 
around Warm Springs in order to 
prevent congestion. Two hundred 
members of Camp Kimbrough, a 
CCC camp, near Chipley, will, be 
directly in charge of handling 
traffic. 

“The National Appian Highway 
is one of the first dreams Presi- 
dent Roosevelt had when he first 
came to Warm Springs about 12 
years ago,” Dr. Kitchens said. “It 
is now about half completed. The 
roadway is one of the most scenic 
roads in the country and is 200 
feet wide. Although no paving 
has yet been laid, it is a hard- 
surfaced all-weather road. Attrac- 
tive stops along the road are lo- 
cated at the Rock House, Dowell’s 
Knob and the Roosevelt farms. 

“The clogan of the road is ‘In 
at Chipley—Out at Warm Springs.’ 

“We want all Georgians who 
will and especially the residents of 
the northwestern part of the state 
to be present on the occasion. It 
is a gigantic home-coming for the 
President and his family. We pro- 
pose to give school children thé 
preferential places of vantage in 
order that they may see and hear’ 
the President.and Mrs. Roosevelt 
without being crowded out by 
grown-ups.

N.Y. FIGHTS SLASH 
IN SOUTHERN RATES 


Special Attorney Named To 
File Freight Objections 
Before ICC. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 28.—()— 
The state of New York began a 
fight today against lower freight 
rates on southern-made goods 
shipped:to northern markets. 

Attorney General John J. Ben- 
nett Jr., of New York, appointed 
Parker McCollester to file an ob- 
jection with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission against the 
lower freight rates sought hy gov- 
ernors of southern states. 


Governor Herbert H. Lehman, of 
New York, has approached gov- 
ernors of other northern states to 
seek their co-operation, Bennett 
announced. 

Competition Feared. 


‘Referring to the request of 
southern governors for lower 
rates, Bennett said: 

“If the petition should succeed, 
the result would’ be to improve the 
situation of manufacturers in the 
south marketing their goods in 
northern states in competition 
with New York state producers. 

“Furthermore, if no change 
should be made. in southbound 
rates, and such a change is not 
sought by the petition, southern 
shippers would have lower rates 
into northern markets than north- 
ern manufacturers would have to 
pay to reach southern markets. 


‘Conditions Cited. 


“It is not the purpose of the 
state of New York to prevent the 
southern states from securing such 
freight rates as the transportation 
conditions entitle them to. 


“However, it is felt that every 
effort should be made to insure 
that all of the facts from the 
standpoint of New York as well 
as from the _ standpoint. of the 
southern states are presented to 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, and that every effort should 
be made te protect communities 
and industries of this state... .” 

McCollester, of the New York 
law firm of Lord, Day and Lord, 
said he would file his petition in 
Washington tomorrow. He has 
represented the state in previous 
freight cases.

: AN ASTOUNDING PROPOSAL 

The board of firemasters is reported to be 
divided in opinion on a proposal to compel offi- 
cers of the fire department, Captains and lieu- 
tenants, to share with the men in the ranks the 
less agreeable tasks, such as keeping the fire 
stations neat and clean, scrubbing and sweep- 
ing the floors, polishing brass and cleaning 
cuspidors. 

Simple logic would indicate that if higher 
ranking officers of the fire department have 
no more important duties to perform than 
cleaning cuspidors and scrubbing floors, there 
is no need for officers at all. 

These men, in being given command, were 
given duties and responsibilities more impor- 
tant than those of the average private in the 
ranks. At least, that is the presumption. If 
those duties and responsibilities are properly 
met, there will be no time or energy left for 
the more menial tasks. 

Likewise it must be desirable that a certain 
degree of discipline is maintained in the fire- 

_ fighting force. Any action of the board of fire- 
masters which would compel commanding offi- 
cers to act as janitors could not help being 
subversive to proper discipline. as 

There is no disgrace attached to the work of 
scrubbing floors or restoring cuspidors to their 
pristine purity. Because it is one man’s duty 
and not another’s does not, in any degree, in- 
dicate any difference in status as a man. It 
is merely a question of duties to be performed 
by each grade in the orgahization’s ranks and 
it would be detrimental to the efficiency of the 
department if men charged with important re- 
sponsibility were compelled. to devote their 

time to jobs which rightfully should be per- 
formed by others. Neglect of the more impor- 
tant jobs would be inevitable.

Charles Michelson, director of publicity for 
the Democratic Natiorral Committee, comments 
upon a strange summer phenomena in Wash- 
ington.

THE ALLERGIC INTELLIGENTIA.

_ If Junior sniffles and sneezes with an -annual 
siege of hay fever, mother and dad ought to feel 
proud. If little Joan barks raspingly through 
watches of the night, a victim of asthma, parental 
smiles should replace that worried look. Medical 
researchers have concluded that only youngsters 
with top-flight intelligence quotients are victims 
of allergic troubles. Science can be so comforting. 

Dr. J. Harvey Black, professor of preventive 
medicine at Baylor University, Dallas, Texas, told 
the Interstate Postgraduate Medical Association, 
convening in St. Louis, that allergic children us- 
ually rank high in their classes, even though they 
are frequently out of school due to illness. The 
doctor added that the small asthma and hay fever 
sufferers are usually unafflicted with other com- 
mon diseases of childhood. Most of the adults who 
are allergic, Professor Black observed, come from 
the professional classes. 

So if you are one of those fortunates whose 
nose grows red and whose eyes stream miserably 
as the autumn pollens blow, throw back your 
shoulders and hoist your chin. You are a member 
of the allergic intelligentia. If you choke and 
splutter asthmatically, you display the vocal badge 
of a mental peerage. What a cacophony of snuf- 
fling and coughing must have wrapped Washing- 
ton during those flourishing days of the brain- 
trusters! ?

According to 
this program, all Germans living 
abroad—and that, according to the 
author, is every third German—is 
to become an agent of the Nazi 
economic and cultural program. 
“In the future,” says the article, 
“fruitful relationships between 
Germany and other peoples can 
take place only on the basis of the 
organized activity of foreign Ger- 
mans as natural agents of German 
culture and commerce, ... The 
motherland raises the question: 
Upon which men of German blood 
can I lay claim, even if they are 
no longer conscious that they be- 
long to us?” —_ ,

“National socialism,” says the 
article further, “radiates a mag- 
netic fluid throughout the world. 
Race.is drawn to race... folk to 
folk.” 

And with this magnetic fluid the 
Third Reich proposes to enter into 
sharp competition with the Com- 
intern as a disintegrator of out- 
side societies, using men of Ger- 
man blood wherever they live, and 
whatever their citizenship, to serve 
the interest of the Nazi state.

That’s a lot easier to say than to 
do, so we are not going to get un- 
duly excited. Recently I talked 
about the Stuttgart meeting in a 
radio broadcast, and got many un- 
happy letters from German-

Enlargement of the courthouse 
record room in which thousands 
of civil suits, misdemeanor suits, 
grand jury indictments and other 
legal papers are filed is “abso- 
lutely imperative,” J. W. Simmons, 
clerk of Fulton superior court, said 
yesterday. 3 

The county commission, in ‘its 
regular monthly meeting Wednes- 
day, will consider possibility of 
extending the basement record 
rooms across the vacant lot in| 
back of the courthouse now used 
for parking space, it was indi- 
cated. 


Business Increase. | 
“When the present courthouse 
was Officially opened on Septem- 


ber 1, 1914, it was assumed that 
the quarters then provided would 
be ample for 50 years to come. 
No one at that time could pos- 
sibly foresee the tremendous in- 
crease in the volume of business 
going through the clerk’s office. It 
has reached the state where it is 
absolutely imperative that addi- 
tional space for the records of this 
office be provided,” Simmons as- 
serted. 


Filed in the clerk’s office since 
the building opened have been 
110,451 civil suits, 118,510 misde- 
meanor suits, 37,354 grand jury 
indictments, and many other legal 
papers, he said. 

Law requires the office to pre- 
serve originals of every suit filed 
and also to make a copy. Both are 
kept as a permanent record and 
are required to be filed so they 
are instantly available -on call. 
Simmons said there are “niillions 
of pages of evidence” taken in 
during trial of the cases. 


’ Other Records on File. 


Other records on file in the rec- 
ord rooms are 10,364 charters. 
618,442 deeds and mortgages and 
“several thousand” title retention 
contracts, Simmons said. 

“These records cannot be boxed 
up and placed in storage in or-out 
of the courthouse,” he said. “The 
only possible solution to this prob- 
lem is to extend the present rec- 
ord room across the vacant lot -in 
the rear of the courthouse.”

pending battle is a strip some five 
miles wide, from 
on the north to the Whangpoo 
river on the south, including fine 
residences and country clubs. 
Some of this territory is inside the 
British defense lines. The west- 
ern districts of the French conces- 
sion and International Settlement 
were gravely threatened by the 
approach of the conflict. 


Along the south bank of Soo- 
chow creek Chinese forces which 
had retredted from Tazang and 
Chapei, key points of their . old 
front north of Shanghai, were pre- 
paring for a determined stand in 
a maze of trenches crisscrossing 
the fertile truck gardening area 
— supplies much of Shanghai’s 


Hungjao airdrome, about three 
miles southwest of Shanghai, was 
one of the principal Japanese ob- 
jectives. It was there that a Jap- 
anese naval officer and sailor were 
killed the night of August 9, a 
prelude to the Shanghai conflict. 

For this reason the Japanese 
command assigned its capture to 
marine units, so that they could 
avenge their naval comrades. 


Battalion of Death. 

In devastated Chapei an intrepid 
Chinese battalion continued its 
fight to the death against encir- 
cling Japanese forces, rejecting ag 
Anglo-American offer of asylum 
within the International Settle- 
ment. 

Major General A. P. D. Telfer- 
Smollett, commanding British 
troops at Shanghai, and Brigadier 
General John C. Beaumont, com- 


|manding two regiments of United 


States marines, offered to help the 
apparently doomed battalion to 
gain sanctuary south of Soochow 
creek if the Chinese would lay 
down their arms. 

Colonel Chin Yuan declined the 
offer. The American and British 
commanders had hoped thus to re- 
move danger of stray bulets and 
shells flying into the International 
Settlement when the Japanese 
made their threatened attack to 
wipe the battalion out. 

The stand of the battalion stir- 
red Shanghai Chinese to patriotic 
frenzy. The Chinese Chamber of 
Commerce bought the largest Chi- 
nese flag obtainable, intending to 
send it to the battalion to re- 
place the shell-torn battleflag now 
flying defiantly alone over Cha- 
pei, surrounded by scores of Japa- 
nese rising sun flags. 

Soochow creek, separating the 
marine’s posts from the battalion’s 
stronghold, is only about 50 yards

forces in Shanghai convinced for- 
eign military men they would 
fight to the utmost to keep their 
right flank in contact with the 
International Settlement, as it has 
been since the battle for Shanghai 
began. 

Previously, however, it was 
hinged on Chapei; now it touches 
the western extremity of the Set- 
tlement along Soochow creek. 

General Chiang’s 88th division, 
German-trained heroes of Chapei, 
holds the right flank at the Set- 
tlement’s edge. Behind this an 
armored train was in position on 
the Shanghai-Hangchow railway 
tracks, with the 85th division in 
reserve positions, 

Japanese troops were preparing 
to cross the creek by rafts, sam- 
pans and badly damaged bridges. 

Chinese Commander Suicide. 

The Central (Chinese) News 
Agency reported that Lieutenant 
General Chu Yao-Hua, command- 
er of a Chinese division driven 
out of Tazang by the Japanese, 
had committed suicide, holding 
himself responsible for the break 
in the Chinese lines which made 
evacuation of Kiangwan and Cha- 
pei necessary. 

As a-prelude to the impending 
battle Japanese shells plowed up 
the Hungjao golf course, where 
foreigners were playing early this 
week, Nearly all Hungijao resi- 
dents, including some 40 Ameri- 
cans, already had evacuated their 
homes, but with the shift of the 
battle area many returned to try 
to salvage their more precious be- 
longings before the war sweeps 
that area. 

Downtown Shanghai was wrap- 
ped in an inky silence—with the 
major battle zone rolled away to 
the west—but about midnight the 
big guns of the Japanese flagship 
Idzuma shook the settlement as 
they blasted for 20 minutes at Chi- 
nese positions in Pootung, across 
the Whangpoo river. 

Death and destruction on a great 
scale continued inland from Shang- 
hai as the Japanese air force blast- 
ed at Chinese concentration points 
along the Shanghai-Nanking rail- 
way. : 

Nanziang, now within two miles 
of the Japanese lines, Sungkiang, 
Kashing, Soochow, Kunshan, 
Wusih and other towns were 
heavily bombed. 

The fight of the Lost Battalion 
in Chapei drew crowds to the 
roofs of buildings along Soochow 
creek in spite of the showers of 
bullets spattering the area. 

Proud Chinese officials pro- 
claimed the forlorn hope fighters 
heroic representatives of the new 
fighting spirit of China. They said 
the whole battalion was composed 
of men under 30; drawn from ev- 
ery province in China. 

A number of foreigners, thrilled 
by their exploit, tried to send food 
to them through the British de- 
fense lines, but this failed. How- 
ever, the battalion appeared to be 
getting supplies of rice, tea and 
hard-tack regularly. According to 
Chinese sources the battalion had 
promised to stick to the last man.

PENSIONS WAIT 
FOR THOSE OF 65 


Eligibility Explained by Se- 
curity Board Manager. 


All persons who have attained 
the age of 65 since the social se- 
curity act went into effect on Jan- 
uary 1, 1937, are eligible for lump 
sum benefit payments under thé 
act, Joseph R. Murphy, manager 
of the Atlanta office of the So- 
cial Security Board, announced 
yesterday. 

Murphy said approximately 50 
per cent of those who have reach- 
ed the -age of 65 are under the im- 
pression they must wait until Jan- 
uary, 1942, before filing a claim 
for these benefits. Although they 
are not qualified for the monthly 
benefits, they may receive a lump- 
sum payment of 3 1-2 per cent of 
the total wages from January 1 up 
to the time they attained the age 
of 65, he said. 

Claimants must have worked in 
commerce or industry covered by 
the old-age insurance section of 
the social security act, Murphy 
pointed out. He urged that per- 
sons over 65 who are working in 
agriculture or otherwise should 
not confuse these claims with 
those of old-age pensions.

Under the 
Associated Railways proposal it 
would be split up among the Chi- 
cago & North Western; the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy; the 
Chicago, Milwaukee, St. Paul & 
Pacific; the Chicago, Rock Island 
& Pacific; the Great Northern; the 
Illinois Central, and the Minneap- 
olis, St. Paul & Sault Ste. Marie.

CROSSING THE ATLANTIC. 
V—Landing in Old England. 
The sun was just rising when 
the coast of France and the harbor 
of Cherbourg came into view this 
morning. After we came to anchor, 
several hundred passengers were 
transferred to a vessel in the har- 
bor, and then were taken ashore. 
Leaving Cherbourg, we steamed 
across the English channel, and in 
a few hours saw the beautiful Isle 
of Wight.

extra tides each day. . Most places 
have only two .tides a day, but 
Southampton gets two extra ones 
from the North sea. 


After the 16-ton anchors were 
lifted, we were towed into harbor 
by tugboats. It seems strange that 
such little vessels can tow a gigan- 
tic steamer, but they have power- 
ful engines and do their work very 
well. 

In the harbor we were visited 
by great numbers of seagulls— 
birds which are always on the 
lookout for scraps of food when 


toss pieces of bread from the 
decks, and the seagulls are likely 
to catch the bread in mid-air. 
Turning my-eyes from the sea- 
gulls to the shore, I saw several 
seaplanes, some of which have 
been used in making tests for 
Atlantic air lines. Before long we 
may expect to have regular air- 
plane trips between Europe and 
North America. Flying boats with 
scores of passengers will cross the 
Atlantic in perhaps 15 or 18 hours, 
as compared with four or four and 
a half days now taken by the 
Queen Mary and the Normandie. 


Reaching the dock at last, we 
watched great cranes lift and 


the shore. Thén, with 


happy spirits, we stepped on the 
soil of old England.

I asked him one day if he did 
physical culture exercises. ‘Why, 
certainly, sir,’ ” he answered, “ ‘I’m 
doing them right now.’” Mr. Bur- 
gess is convinced that “if a per- 
son will merely sit well, stand 
well and walk well all the time 
those dire and tiresome down-ups 
and daily dozens may be forgot- 
ten.”

BERLIN, Oct. 28.—(#)—Dr. Al- 
fred Rosenbers. chief of the Nazi 
party’s foreign political depart- 
ment, gave a sharp rejoinder to- 
night to what he construed as 
criticism of the Third Reich in.

“We are firmly convinced that 
on account of the metho.’- em- 
ployed by Germany already many 
things seem to us mastered which 
have not even been recognized as 
a problem by those who thin: they 
must constantly teach us.” 

He insisted in a half-hour ad- 
dress that America’s economic 
condition was comparable to me- 
dieval Europe’s military situation 
when each Bishop, Prince or King 
had a private army.

AT NOTRE DAME 
TO START NOV. 9 


Memorial Will Cost $550,- 
000, University Pres- 
ident Announces. 


SOUTH BEND, Ind., Oct. 28.— 
(P)—Erecfion of Notre Dame’s me- 


morial to Knyte Rockne, a massive 
$550,000 fieldMouse, will be start- 
ed November 5. 


The permanent tribute to the 
memory of the man who establish- 
ed Notre Dame as the country’s 
most famous football power before 
he lost his life in an airplane dis- 
aster in 1931, will be a three-story 
building of red brick with Bedford 
stone trim. It will be 210 feet long, 
182 feet wide. Rather than a var- 
sity home, it will be devoted to 
meeting the physical training 
needs of the student body. 


The famous coach’s name will 
be honored in an immense foyer 
extending the height of the struc- 
ture, the Rev. John F. O’Hara, 
president of the university, said 
today in making formal announce- 
ment of the undertaking. 


Collegiate gothic in design, the 
building will house~ a. 90-foot 
swimming pool, three standard- 
sized basketball courts, 12 courts 
for handball and quash, general 
exercise rooms with apparatus for 
corrective gymnastics, locker 
rooms and quarters for minor 
sports. 

A drive to raise funds for a me- 
morial was started by Fighting 
Irish alumni and others shortly 
after Rockne’s tragic death. It 
brought $135,000, and accumulated 
interest has increased the amount 
to $150,000. To this sum, the uni- 
versity has appropriated $200,000 
to start the project well on-its way. 

Plans call for a part of the field- 
house to be ready for use by early 
next fall.

John McCullough, of Atlanta, 
was sentenced to a year and a 
day in the federal penitentiary 
yesterday after he had pleaded 
guilty to a mail fraud charge be- 
fore Federal Judge E. Marvin Un- 
derwood. 

McCullough entered his plea on 
October 18 but Judge Underwood 
deferred sentence until yesterday, 
pending investigation by the pro- 
bation officer. 

Indicted June 16, 1936, McCul- 
lough was charged with misrep- 
resenting his holdings in an oil 
refinery at Gulfport, Miss. The 
government contended he sold ap- 
proximately $9,000 worth of stock 
to various customers in the state. 
He was indicted on 13 counts but 
he pleaded guilty to only one, the 
other 12 counts being nol-prossed 
by the government. 

Jessie Lewis, of Spalding 
county, was sentenced to 10 days 
in jail on charges of shooting 
ducks in violation of the migra- 
tory bird treaty act. He had pre- 
viously been placed on probation 
on charges of shooting doves. 

Probation of Robert Lee Mc- 
Ever, of Paulding county, was re- 
voked and he was given a sen- 
tence of four months in prison by 
Judge Underwood. He was 
charged with violation of the in- 
ternal revenue laws.
